WOMAN AND HER HOME, 


THE DRAMATIC POWER OF 
THE Í RAM.

HE tram is almost full. One goes inside, 
and the first looks of curiosity are how 
mixed with looks of stinging indifference 

as one lurches backwards an forwards look- 
ing in vain for one’s penny. 

“ Seat for another down there!” says the 
conductor. (Indeed, there is a legend affixed 
that reads, “ To seat twenty-five.”’) Though 
one disagrees profoundly with the conductor 
on what constitutes a seat, still one is obliged 
to assume a sitting posture in the place in- 
dicated. One's neighbour gets out at the next 
stop and one sits back in comparative com- 
fort. Now a large lady looms in the door: 
“Seat, for another down there,’’ says the con- 
ductor. One’s next emotion is related to a 
realisation that the world has come to an end, 
and that someone in the tram has called on 
the mountains to fall upon us and cover us. 
That is all right for them. Personally, one 
does not feel either sufficiently glorified in the 
spirit or dead in the flesh, so one fights 
against it, and at first it would seem in vain. 
The mountain has gravity and a number of 
other natural forces on its side. But one has 
faith, and in the end faith conquers the 
mountain. 

One emerges, breathless, flattened, but- still 
alive. With a sigh of relief one reaches out 
for the lost strap, and one is once again 
jolted backwards and forwards. One catches 
sight of a sheepish face looking at one re- 
proachfully. It is saying with its dull eyes: 
“What is wron Am I not good enough for 
you as a hein lá One realises that one 
is now looking down on the mountain that 
had threatened to crush one.

There is a little more room on the opposite 
side. This ama. one's neighbour is a thin 
gentleman. He has not got his ticket yet, 

and three of his children have. gone: on top. 
The conductor comes down the steps. 
é Tickets, please!’’ One now feels a vaguely 
uncomfortable sensation in the shoulder, fol- 
lowed by @ definite blow on the chin. The 
gentleman is rooting in his pocket for his 
money, and as he dives again and again to 
Bring up the right amount his elbow flies 
upwards to one’s chin. 

Everyone knows the man who sits sideways 
in the tram and him who shakes out his 
umbrella. One remembers, too, occasions 
when the twenty-five are seated and two 
recognise each other. Thanking and apologis- 
ing, they change seats. Á conversation 
begins. ‘How annoying it is if one of the 
ladies replies what she is going to do this 
summer in too low a voice to be heard! One 
loats over that conversation as much as one 
Sie over any conversation on the stage; for 
the tram has that curious power of dramatising 
the people in it. 

A pea told me once that he hated the tram 
because it made everyone the same—he did 
not like the uniformity of it. He cannot have 
been in the Dalkey tram when a lady had to 
call a gentleman's ‘attention three times to the 
fact that his umbrella was on fire before he 
condescended to listen to her. At last he cast 
his eyes into the folds, where he saw the 
match he had thrown away some seconds 
before still burning.

COLOURS OF CLOTHES 
IN THE MIDDLE AGES. 


E know from the portraits and pictures 
WV in illuminated missals that have 
come down to us from mediaval times 
that our ancestors, men as well as women, 
vevelled in bright colours. Yet their clothes 
were never gaudy, for the colours, though 
bright, were not pure—e.g., 
touch of yellow, the pink of blue or salmon, 
while the yellow was either reddish or 
reenish or had a tinge of grey or brown. 

Chaucer and his contemporaries describe the 
clothes of their characters minutely, nearly 
always giving us their colour, material and 
pattern, and frequently the motto on the 
border. People in those days evidently re- 
garded a man’s dress as a sign of his character, 
and were in the habit of scrutinising it; 
otherwise the fashion of embroidering mottoes 
on borders would never have come in, for a 
motto would have been useless if it were 
never read. But we find it hard to identify 
the colours so minutely described. ‘‘ Russet,’ 

‘murrey”’ and ‘‘vair’’ are very frequently 
Beene “ Russet,’’ whiclr was the usual 
colour of the leather jerkins, was almost 
certainly reddish; for we know that russet 
apples were then called ‘‘ leather-coats.”’ 

“Murrey” is derived from the French 
murier (mulberry tree), and seems to have 
heen sometimes lilac, sometimes red, and some- 
times dark purple; probably there were as 
many shades of this colour as the mulberry 
passes through on the tree. 

‘Eyes of vair’’ are very often praised in 
medieval poetry, and puzzled many. We 
know now that “ vair’’ was the name of the 
fur of the grey squirrel; so “eyes of vair 
were the soft grey eyes so commen in Eng- 
land, and possibly the lashes may have been 
considered to give a furry softness to the 
glance. Chaucer says that the prioress’s eyes 
were “as grey as “glass” (glass was really 
almost grey then), and Mr. ) 
that, owing to a confusion between “‘ vair 
(fur) and ‘‘verre’’ (glass), both pronounced

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ALUMINIUM WARE. 


-& 


HE increased popularity of aluminium 
ware is due, no doubt, to its many 
superior advantages in the home. This 

metal is made from Bauxite, a clay found at 
Les Baux, near Arles, It somewhat resembles 
silver, and is exceedingly light. 

The housewife of to-day is glad to dispense 
with iron pots, pans, and other necessary 
articles used in the kitchen, and to put in 
their place those made of aluminium. 

Aluminium does not chip or rust and it 
is not stained by fruit or acids. If properly 
cared for this metal will retain its bright 
appearance for a great length of time. 

t is most important that soda should 

never be used in the water to wash aluminium, 
as soda causes it to blacken. Warm water 
and soap will usually leave it quite clean, or, 
if necessary, silver sand may be employed for 
cleansing articles both inside and out. 

Though aluminium ware may be found 


ees 


more expensive to purchase than the old- 
fashioned iron, it is really more economical 
in the finish, as aluminium will remain sound 
for a much longer period. Again, aluminium 
is a great conductor of heat, therefore, 
quicker cooking can be carried on and less 
fuel is required to cook food. 

All utensils used in the kitchen are now 
obtainable in aluminium. Teapots are 
specially popular; they can be bought in 
various sizes, fitted with Elo handle and 
knob. These handles are non-conductors of 
heat, and never lose their nice appearance. 

A graduated measure, made in quart and 
pint sizes, is invaluable to the cook, as is 
a funnel, made from stout aluminium, grooved 
and fitted with hanging loop. It is “needed 
for various jobs in the house. 

The life of aluminium utensils will be 
found to be lengthened considerably if they 
are thoroughly dried before putting away.

Advancement of Science. 


This is seen more spectacularly in the 
annual demonstrations of the British Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science than else- 
where, and the discussion on Sir Daniel Hall’s 
address to the Association last week—already 
deatt with in an J/rish J'imes editorial—is 
only one of many evidences that the men in 
the front rank of agricultural research in 
England are alive to the exigencies of the 
farmer and the public in their relations to 
each other—a subject of more fundamental 
interest, not only to these islands, but of 
the world, than the fate of the franc, and 
scarcely less important than the cause of 
world peace. But we do not need to consider 
the work of the annual parliament of British 
science to realise that English workers in the 
fields of applied science are leaving their 
countrymen and ours under almost daily 
debt of admiring gratitude for effective work 
done on farming. It is not mere chance that 
Cambridge should be the location of the Insti- 
tute of Animal Nutrition, where Professor 
Wood and Dr. Marshall work on principles 
of foeding and breeding, which are of far- 
reaching interest to farm students to-day, and 
will be the methods adopted—-slightly modified 
perhaps—by farm workers to-morrow ; or that 
Sir Rowland Biffen, of whose work we wrote 
a fortnight ago, should in another Cambridge 
institution be working towards an improve- 
ment in our cereal crops.

‘en the assumption that the production of 
the creameries is standardised, improvements 
in the marketing of butter could be effected 
by the centralisation of manufacture in the 
case of new creameries: the establishment of 
a central organisation of creameries whose 
butter will carry a Government guarantee of 
quality. 

It 1s also proposed by Mr. D. Hegarty, 
secretary of the Irish Creamery Managers’ 
Association, that such central organisation 
would fix quotations, regulate supplies, 
cheek underselling, and arrange special terms 
for cold ete etc. 

The advisability of establishing a trading 
association for the sale of rolls under a 
common trade mark might be considered. 

Among the advantages of such a system, 
writes Mr. Hegarty, would be the following : 

Creameries would to some extent become 
independent of the large importers or pur- 
chasers of their bulk product. whose inclina- 
tions will always be to handle, not so much 
the product which is of the best quality, 
but, provided it is reasonably uniform, the 
butter that yields them the most profit. 

The possibility of foreign or inferior butters 
being substituted by retailers or sold as 
Irish creamery would be entirely eliminated. 

It would the only way in which the 
identity of the butter could, with absolute 
certainty, be preserved until it reached the 
consumer, who, if satisfied with the article, 
would insist on being supplied with it. 

The tendency of the better off classes tc 
buy packet goods is continually increasing, 
and, therefore, with a reasonable amount of 
pushing such a trade would develop gradually | 
and eventually absorb a very large proportion 
of our make. , 

The roll trade would give greater employ- 
ment at the creameries. It would nua n 
absorb all the make of the smaller creameries, 
and help to keep many such struggling con- 
cerns going, and in a position to pay satis- 
factory prices for milk.

Marketing Methods.

Amongst pedigree stock breeders in Ca. 
| Alex. Thom, Cullen House, Slane. This pro 
| perty has been in the Thom family for genera. 
tions, and the name 1s also associated with a 
well-known Dublin Directory. During his 
father’s lifetime the present owner travelled a 
lot, and spent twenty years in South Africa, 
| where he farmed successfully and won many 
| rizes with pedigree stock. In 1920 he sold 
out in South Africa and returned to one of 
| the few properties in County Meath which 
have not changed hands during the past 50 
years. It covers an area of 390 acres, and 
| 18 managed in a way that necessitates the 
employment of eight men. Sixty acres of hay 
have been saved in good condition this season, 
and there is a large area under roots, but no 
grain is grown. It is more economical to 
grow it than to buy it, in the opinion of Mr. 
Thom. 


Good Cross-Breds. 


In addition to the pure-bred Angus there 
are over ó0 half-bred heifers coming tu the bui 
this year. The progeny of these will be re 
tained until fit for the market. There are 
also here a number of cross-bred cows with 
calves by an Angus bull, experience having 
shown that it is better to breed stores than 
to bring them in from outside. One result 
of this policy is to ensure a uniform type that 
enhances the value of the stock. A re- 
turn on a heavy initial outlay is thus secured. 


To-Day’s Herd. 


The present herd of Aberdeen Angus cattle, 
though established onlv three years, succeeds 
one that found a home here and was then dis- 
persed. It comprises 20 females of good type, 
with bulls of the right stamp at their head. 
At present the demand for well-bred Angus 
stock in this country is enormous, but it is 
considered advisable te cultivate a foreign 
cluentele also, and with this object members 
of the Irish Aberdeen Angus Association are 
organising an advertising campaign. 

A bull that should give a good account of 
himself later is the flat-topped, deep-ribbed, 
year-and-a-half-old Trojan Erica, Earl Benson 
of Cullen, by Prince Benson of Ballindalloch— 
Equity of Ballindalloch. Another good bull 
is the good-quartered Blackbird, Black Band 
of Coolcower, by Ermelo—Buenavista 2nd. 
He was reserve champion at Dublin in March, 
1924, and cost 200 guineas. He has also 
other honours to his credit. Next to come 
under notice on the occasion of a recent visit 
was the Navan champion heifer, Fairy Maid 
of Cullen, by Justice Castlecrag—Fairy Maid 
of Darnaway 5th. She was first in her class 
and the Meath Farmers’ Union special for 
best beast under 2 years 3 months, and also 
the cup for the best feeding beast having 
none of its permanent incisors cut. The cow, 
Proserpine of Auchterarder, by Black Idol, a 
champion of the Highland Show, and her 
heifer calf, is good to look at. 

Among the pure-bred bull calves a particu- 
larly useful lot are Phil. Equality, Prince and 
Euchre. while the cross-breds already men- 
tioned are very promising. 


Store Cattle Industry. 


_ Regarding the store cattle industry, Mr. 
Thom remarked that we should aim at get- 
ting as good a reputation for our cattle as we 
have for our horses. If we do that, aid 
maintain it, we need not fear Canadian. or 
any other cattle. A propos of this he stated

Mr. Bice, K.C., with whom was Mr.

Several attempts 
were since made to sell the lands, but the 
defendant attended on each occasion, and by 
his actions and conduct, interfered with the 
sale, and counsel submitted that unless the 
defendant was put out of the way it would 
be impossible to effect a sale.

OUTLOOK. 
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CONDITIONS IN COUNTY 
KILKENNY. 


Our Thomastown (Co. Kilkenny) Correspon- 
dent writes that the corn is being cut in 
the Thomastown and South Kilkenny districts, 
Many fields are lodged and cannot be out by 
machinery, so that the older methods are 
being adopted . The weathér is most un- 
favourable for harvesting, and unless there 
is a marked improvement the outlook for 
the farmer will be gloomy. 

The present prices of agricultural produce 
are the lowest on record. Fresh butter is 
being sold in the local market at a shilling 
per lb., while the best Quality of salted 
butler is realising only 1s. ód. per lb. The 
highest price for eggs is 1s. ód. per dozen. 
Potatoes are very ful and the quality is 
good, notwithstanding the almost continual 
wet weather, Prices are low, vy: ayes ex- 
pected to drop to ós. per barrel as the season 
advances. 

Hay is iar more plentiful than was antici 
pated, but the demafd is poor owing to the 
market being overstocked. This is attribated 
to the fact that many farmers have betn 
uuable to stock their pastures, and have been 
obliged to let them run into meadow, 
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Queen's County, August 17th, 1926.

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WAGE RATES DISPUTE. 
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RATHDOWN CONTRACTOR'S 
ACTION. 


Labour trouble over a contract had the 
consideration of the Rathdown Rural Council 
at Loughlinstown yesterday, when Mr. David 
Clarke, Ranelagh, contractor for the Tillya- 
town sewerage extension, came before the 
meeting, and reported that the men had 
refused to work when he wanted to start 
the contract 6n Monday. 

He had offered the labourers a shilling 
an hour, which, he considered, was the 
standard rate, but an official of the ‘Transport 
Union would not allow the men to start work 
unless they were paid at the rate of 1s. 4d. 
an hour. In the circumstances, he could 
hot on with the contract, and refused to 
sign his bond. 

A — (Messrs. Dunne and Robbins) 
from the men appeeren before the Council, 
and stated that Mr. Clarke was trying to 
make the men work for a rate which applied 
only in the case of a Government grant, 
whereas this particular contract was being 
carried out With moneys provided by the 
ratepayers. They said that other buiiders 
and contractors in the district were paying 
labourers 1s 4d. an hour. To accept Mr. 
Olarke’s offer would be to permit him to 
take advantage of the impoverished condi: 
tioh of the people in this district, 

Mr. Clarke repudiated the allegation that 
he wanted to take advantage of the people 
of the district. He gave instances of treat 
mént meted out to him by the union. 

Mr. W. Cullen, Chairman of the 
Council, said that, no matter whether the 
provision for this contract came from a grant 
or a loan, it was the ratepavers all the time 
who had to foot the bill. He said that the 
Council would take no action in the matter.

HOW 'TWO TYRONE FARMERS 
LOST THEIR LIVEs. 


“A yvegular deathtrap was how the 
Corener at an inguést ¢n Henry Thompson, 
farmer, of Coyah, Fintona, Co. Tyrone, on 
Tuesday evening, described a quarry in the 
district, in which Mr. Thompson was killed 
by a fall of earth and stones. 

On the 28th July, 1923, the Coroner (Mr. 
-A. C. Leitch) mentioned, a farmér named 
Keown and his son were killed at the same 
pet under similar circamstances, A remark- 
able coincidence was that Mr, Thompson, like 
the Keowns, had almost finished work for the 
day when the quarry crashed upon him. 

ohn Breen, Drumderg. gave evidence that 
he was working in the quarry with the de- 
ceased man when he heard a shout, and, on 
looking round, saw portion of the quarry 
falling on Mr. Thompson, the earth and 
stunea completely covering him. The witness 
rushed over and endeavoured to extricate the 
unfortunate man, hut when he got his head 
cleared of the débris Mr. Thompson expired. 

The deceased man was raising stones with a 
crowbar, and did not use explosives. The 
face of the quarry was about twenty feet 
high, and at thie point the-quarry was under- 
mined by about six feet. It was a dangerous 
quarry. a 

Edward Slevin, Tattycor, who was beside 
the deceased man when the accident oeenrred, 
and bad & Miraculous escape, gave similar 
evidence 

The Coroner commented that he had pre- 
viously mentioned the danger of undermining

When Riza Khan ascended the Imperial 
Throne of Persia as successor to an effete 
line of Shahs students of ‘Middle Eastern 
affairs rejoiced at the prospect of a new 
era in Persian politics. . The new ruler 
was a strong man, thoroughly ‘modern. in 
his ideas. He seemed to have the fullest 
confidence of the people, who were 
galvanised into national enthusiasm by 
his example. His administration had the 
good-will of all the Powers which have 
interests in Persia, and for the first time 
in many years a really ‘stable Government 
was in sight. Recent reports from the 
Middle East, however, indicate that all is 
not well in Persia. The notorious Pre- 
tender, the Salaru’d-Dawla, brother of the 
deposed Muhammad Ali, has re-appeared, 
and seems to be in league with Sheikh 
Mahmoud, the thorn in the side of the 
Iraq Government, who is holding two 
British airmen to ransom. The Salaru’d- 
Dawla has heen on the warpath in the 
Middle East since 1907, when he tried to 
seize the Pétsian Throne. He is popular. 
among the discontented Kurds, whom he 
is rallying now to his standard in defence 
of the interests of the Qajar dynasty. 
From the British point of view this 
development is important in view of the 
alliance between the Persian and the Iraq 
rebels. The Bagdad Government has pro- 
posed common action against them to 
Riza Shah. 

The economic importance of the area 
which is threatened by these filibusters is 
enormous. Now that the Anglo-Turkish 
dispufe about Mosul has been settled, the 
way is clear for the development of the 
rich oilfields which have been the source 
of so much international. intrigue during 
the last twenty years. The Germans were 
the first to réalise the importance of the 
Turkish oilfields, when Arthur von 
Gwinner, the head of the Deutsche Bank, 
evolved his ambitious scheme for the 
Berlin-Bagdad Railway in 1904. Two 
years afterwards the Anglo-Persian Oil 
Company tried to secure development 
rights; but it was not until Sir Ernest 
Cassel entered the lists with his Turkish 
Petroleum Company, in 1912, that inter- 
national interest in the oilfields really 
began to grow. The new company acquired 
the holdings of the German and British 
pioneers, and in 1914 it was reformed. 
The. Anglo-Persian Company got 50 per 
cent. of the shares, while the Royal Dutch 
Shell and the Deutsche Bank each got 25 
per cent. . An Armenian named Gulben- 
kian, who had been financial adviser to 
Abdul Hamid, had: a sort of over-riding 
interest of 5 per cent.—a_ concession 
which has made him fabulously wealthy— 
and this “ mystery” millionaire is pro- 
bably the most powerful individual in the 
Middle East to-day. . After the war 
Germany’s share in the Turkish Petroleum 
Company was allotted to France, who 
undertook to lay a pipe-line across the 
desert through Syria to the sea.. Unsettled 
political conditions have interfered with 
the work of development. 

‘ After the San Remo Conference, in 1920, 
the Anglo-Persian Oil Company trans- 
ferred half of its shares in the Turkish 
company to an American group, led by 
the Standard Oil interests. Britain, 
France, Holland and the United States, 
therefore, have equa] holdings, and conse- 
quently are concerned equally.in the main- 
tenance of peaceful conditions throughout 
the Middle East. England has spent 
millions in Iraq and has: sacrificed

Sutclifle opened England’s second 
innings against a small handicap of 22 
runs. Hobbs played the finest innings of 
his career; Sutcliffe batted with masterly 
patience and judgment, and their total 
score was 261 runs. Yor the seventh time 
the pair made more than 100 runs in the 
opening partnership in a Test match 
between England and Australia. 
England's second innings. produced 436 
runs, and the Australians were faced with 
a deficit which was truly formidable, but, 
since there was no time-limit, not alto- 
gether desperate. . Fifty minutes after the 
opening of their second innings, however, 
their plight was desperate, indeed. Their 
four best batsmen had -been dismissed for 
‘35 runs, and 415 runs’ weré the price of 
victory. In the end the Australians, 
thanks to Larwood’s pace arid Rhodes’s 
skill, were dismissed for 125 runs, and 
England, winning the decisive match by 
289 runs, regained the “ Ashes.’’? Even 
first-class cricket has its languors—its 
occasions of tedium from which first-class 
itugby football is wholly free; but it has 
yreater altitudes than any other game can 
provide, and therein is the spell which 
has captivated nations and has created 
literature. .In what other game than 
vricket could we enjoy the triumph of 
mind over matter, the magnificent use of 
the psychological momefit, which produced 
the Thermopylean stand at the beginning 
of England’s second innings? Then Hobbs 
and Sutcliffe knew that no wicket must 
fall until the pitch had a chance to dry. 
No wicket fell and the most critical hours 
of the game were outstayed. Next to 
these two the veteran Rhodes was an 
architect of victory: he played in his first 
Test match before Mr. Chapman, his 
gallant and fortunate captain of yesterday, 


|was born. While these men keep the field, 


while a brilliant band of younger players 
emulates their standards, and while the 
game continues to be nourished in the 
public schools, we need have only one fear 
for the future of English cricket. That 
fear resides in the noisy patronage of a 
section of the Press which alternates 
between exultations and ‘‘ defeatism,”’ 
vulgarises ideals and traditions which it 
cannot understand, advertises the pettiest 
of disagreements, and—if it is suffered to 
have its way—will blight the spirit of 
sport in England.

UNEMPLOYMENT AND WANT. 


The immediate result of Indianisation has 
been acute unemployment and increased 
poverty among the Anglo-Indians and domi- 
ciled Europeans, states the annual report of 
th. European Schools in India Improvement 
Association, which was issued yesterday. 

It goes on to say that it is almost im- 
possible for these people to strike ont on 
new lines. _Unskilled labour provides no 
openings in India for them, and the doors 
of emigration to the Colonies are largely 
closed to them on account of the ‘colour 
prejudice. The Anglo-Indian and domiciled 
European community in India, which is 
mainly desvended from British administrators, 
traders and soldiers, number something like 
200,000. For their children they ask for a 
definite “ Christian system and a British 
tone of education” in their schools. 

In India there are nearly 450 special 
European schools, with roughly 42,000 pupils.

A League of Peace. 


If justification were needed 
new industrial Peace League “which 
has come into being, it would be 
amply found in the unprecedented un. 
rest that has pervaded British industry 
during the last few years. Necessity for such 
an organisation never was more apparent 
than at the present moment, when we are 
entering on the one hundred-and tenth day 
of the mining dispute. Up tothe end of last 
month the miners had sacrificed no fewer 
than sixty million days’ pay as a direct re. 
sult of the strike, to which must be added 
the losses inflicted on workers in other indus. 
tries. There also must be added to the bil] 
the damage and mischief to the country’s 
trade generally, much of which has been 
lost irretrievably. The object of the new 
League is to inspire a better feeling of good. 
will and fellowship between Capital and 
Labour. 
if the organisation is steered clear of political 
influence, and handled by men whose primary 
ecnsideration is not grinding their own axes. 


Trace Union Finance. 


The official returns on trade union funds 
and finance provide the rank and file of 
those organisations with ample food for re. 
flection. .A cursory glance at the figures re 
veals too great a disproportion between sums 
disbursed in benefits and those which go in 
salaries arid innumerable expenses. Compared 
with the working and administrative costs of 
the great industrial benefit societies, ‘the 
finances of the unions present a sorry picture, 
which working men might ponder to advan. 
tage. A series ~€ questions was asked in 
the House just before the end of the 
session with a view to elucidating some of 
the information now published, and the strong 
resentment displayed by the Labour Party 
made apparent its dislike of such publicity. 


Labour Law. 

Sufficient progress has been made by the 
Committee of Ministers appointed to examine 
the law relating to trade unions to warrant 
the belief that the Government will deal with 
the matter by legislation during. the autumn 
session. A rough draft of proposed amend. 
mens to the law has been prepared for the 
Cabinet, and in due course will be submitted 
to all the Ministers whose departments are 
concerned in trade union matters. Their 
comments will be discussed by the full 
Cabinet at the first opportunity. One of the 
principal objects of the measure will be to 
ensure that contributions to the political 
funds of the unions shall be placed on a 
strictly voluntary basis, and that no strike 
action shall be taken until certain definite 
formalities have been fulfilled. 


The League of Nations, 


It is by no means certain that the alloca- 
tion of seats on the Council of the League of 
Nations will be settled by the time the 
Assembly meets next month. Since the 
question was last considered Brazil has with. 
drawn from the League, and the attitude of 
Spain is indefinite, in which altered conditions 
the Special Committee must consider whether 
it will proceed with their proposal for increas- 
ing the temporary seats on the Council to 
nine. The difficulties which arose Jast March 
concerning representation of Poland, still 
have to be ovefcome, and Spain has yet to 
agree to accept a non-permanent seat before 
the internal affairs of the League can be 
placed on a satisfactory basis. 


The Test Match. 


Australia’s collapse was another illustra- 
tion of the glorious uncertainties of cricket. 
No doubt, the heavy shower about lunch 
time and a worn pitch contributed towards 
the rapid fall of the visitors’ wickets, but, 
after all, the play was continued only one 
day beyond the time allotted for county 
matches. It was only when the last wicket 
fell that England felt safe; for the Australian 
“tail,” as a rule, is an unknown quantity, 
quite capable of wagging the body. No 
one would have been surprised if the last 
four or five wickets had stone-walled through 
another day and, perhaps, put another com- 
plexion on the result. Hobbs and Sutcliffe 
were again the subjects of much hero 
worship, and in their leisure from the field 
were mobbed by autograph hunters. 

King Feisul. 

King Feisul of Iraq will remain in London 
for about ten days, most of which time will 
be spent with his son and heir, Prince Ghazi, 
and his nephew, the son of the Emir Ab- 
dullah, both of whom are at Harrow. There 
is no prospect of his seeing King George dur- 
ing his brief stay, which will be of a private 
nature; nor will he discuss the affairs of his 
country with official representatives of the 
Government, though it is not unlikely that 
his views on the future of Iraq may be com- 
municated unofficially to the Colonial Office. 
King Feisul, as on his former visit, is wear: 
ing European dress, except that his head- 
gear is a somewhat curiously-shaped black cap. 
similar in style to a Glengarry, but without 
the tail ribbons. 


The Cost of Living. 


For some time civil servants have been ex- 
pecting a drop in their cost of living 
bonus, and that expectation is about to 
be realised. The reduction will operate 
automatically at the beginning of next

amount of about £2,000,000. It takes place 
under the agreement of 1920, which provides

Senator Osmena explained that ‘during 
his recent visit to the United States he 
had a private interview with President 
Coolidge, at which the President said : — 


“ The Administration has a sincere interest 
in the welfare of the Philippines, and 
we are sending an emissary in t 
person of Mr. Thompson to see how 
the Administration may be helpful to 
you. 

“We are going to withdraw from the 
Philippines, but we do not intend to 
leave-you with limited resources. 

‘We desire first to assist you in promoting 
your economie: development, and in 
obtaining resources sufficient for your 
self-support.” 

In conversation with newspaper repre- 


sentatives, who. besieged him after the 
luncheon, Senator Osmena added that the 
President had also said. to him: “ We 
cannot perform the work of development 
alone, nor is it desirable. We want the 


Filipinos to participate.”

LIFE ON THE PHILIPPINES. 


Extending almost due north and south from 
Formosa to Boreno and the Moluccas, the 
Philippine Islands form the largest island 
group of the Malay Archipelago. Of the 7,000 
islands and islets which compose the group, 
only 466 have areas of one square mile or 
more, the three most important being Luzon 
(40,814. square miles), Mindanao 36,906), 
Samar (5,124). The islands were ceded 
Spain to the United States by the peace 
treaty between these two countries on April 
11th, 1899. 

The Philippine census of 1918 returned a 
population of 10,314,310, chiefly of the Malay 
race, 91.per-cent. of whom are Christians, and 
only 932,953, or 9 per cent., are Moros an 
pagans. Uimla, the capital, has a popula- 
tion of 285,206, mostly Filipinos, the island 
also being inhabited by Chinese in large num- 
bers, Japanese, Americans, Spaniards, Eng- 
lish. German, Swiss and other nationalities. 

A return of the births, deaths and mar- 
riages for 1922 gives the figures at 349,158, 
189.649 and 63,316, respectively. 

There are yirtually 8,000,000 adherents of 
the Roman Catholic Church, the dominant re- 
ligion of the islands. . In 1901 an independent 
Filipino Church was founded, the dogmas of 
this new sect being almost identical with those 
of the Church of Rome. Protestant de- 
nominations also have extensive organisations 
throughout the islands. To a large extent the 
inhabitants of Mindanao and Sulu are 
Mohammedans, and there are pagan tribes in 
some of the remote regions 

The spread of learning through the medium 
of the English language is the principal plank 
in the educational programme. Pupils are 
taught free, and the annual expenditure 1s 
approximately £2,360,000 In December, 
1992. there was an annual enrolment of 
1,097,144 pupils in the 7,634 public schools. 

It is of interest to note that of the many 
special educational establishments, 355 schools 
spécialise in agriculture. 

Nor is the higher education neglected ; there 
is the State-supported University and three 
private Universities, while there are in addl- 
tion 495 private schools of all grades. 

Numerous newspapers and periodicals in 
English are in circulation; also in Spanish, 
Chinese and native dialects. 

The government of the islands is adminis- 
tered through the Executive, the Legislative 
and the Judicial Departments. The Governor- 
General is appointed by the United States on 
the advice of the Senate. He holds sway 
over the Secretaries of the following execu- 
tive departments—lInterior, Public Instruction, 
Finance, Justice, Agriculture and Natural 
Resources, and Commerce and Communica- 
tions. The Vice-Governor, who is also Secre- 
tary of Public Instriction, is elected in the 
same manner as his chief, the remaining 
Secretaries being Filipinos. 

There are twenty-four members of the 


of Representatives, and with the exception of 
nine representatives and two senators all are 
elected by popular vote and represent forty- 
eight provinces of the Archipelago. A Council 
of State acts as a connecting link between the 
executive and legislative branches of the 
Government, and the Council is composed of 
the Governor-General, President; the Pre- 
sident of both Houses of the Legislature, and 
the Secretaries of the Departments. 

The Provincial and Municipal Governments 
are under the supervision of the Department 
of the Interior, through the Executive Bureau 
and the Bureau of Non-Christian Tribes. The 
Chief Executive of each Province is a Pro- 
vincial Governor. He with two other 
members form the Provincial Board which 
constitutes the legislative branch of the 
Provincial Government. The Municinal Pre- 
sident is on the Chief Executive of each town 
or municipality. The local Municipal Councils 
consist of from eight to eighteen Councillors 
according to the size of the municipality. 

The Philippine Constabulary and Municipal 
Police are responsible for the public order, 
and the United States maintains an army 
of 12,000 troops, including five regiments of 
Filipino soldiers. In the administration of 
justice there are :—A Supreme Court ; twenty- 
seven judicial districts, each with a judge of 
first instance, with the exception of seven 
districts which have two judges each. — 

The principal products are:—Rough rice, 
Manila hemp, cocoanut. . sugar cane, corn, 
tebacco and magney, and in the production 
of copra and cocoanut oil the islands are 
among the foremost countries of the world. 
The live steck industry is maintaining a 
steadv increase. There are vast tracts of 
uncuitivated land, and the islands possess 
about 72.224 square miles of forests. The 
isiands, too, are rich in mineral wealth. 

The values of the imports and exports for 
1923 were, £16,954.847 and £22,374.306 re- 
spectively. 

There are eleven banks operating on the 
islands. The Philippine peso is equivalent to 
50 cents of the United States money, and the 
maintenance of the itv of the peso with 
the gold is provided for by the Gold Standard 
Fund Act of June 13, 1922. The coins are 
coined in the Mint at Manilo

The dog show, held under the licence of 
the Irish Kennel Club, suffered somewhat 
through the showery weather, but despite 
the interruptions the judges accomplished a 
hard day’s work in a most satisfactory 
manner. The rings were spacious, and there 
was plenty of ruom for the dogs to show to 
full advantage without, as in most terrier 
classes at the majority of shows, getting inte 
contact with one another. These rings were 
a decided improvement, but in some respects 
the arrangements left a great deal to be de- 
sired,

PRAGUE INTERNATIONAL FAIR. 


The Prague International Fair will be held 
from August 29th to September 5th. 
Britain, Germany, Austria, Hungary, Switzer- 
land, Cyprus and other countries will be repre- 
sented by individual exhibits, and the total 
number of exhibitors will be about 2,500. 
French firms at the last samples fair secured, 
according to a statement by the French De- 
partment of Overseas Trade, orders to a value 
of over 2,000,000 francs.

authorities and business organisations. 

Thcluded in the Fair will be some special 
exhibitions—viz., Radio Fair, Shoe [Industry 
Show, Ideal Home Exhibition, Sports Goods 
Fair, Mining Exhibition and Furniture Fair. 

Visitors to the Fair are granted advantages 
as usual—335 per cent. reduction on Czecho- 
Slovak railways, suspension of visas, lodging 
bureau and interpreters. Many visitors to 
Leipzig Fair, which is held coincidentally, are 
expected to extend their trip to Prague.
